Expense  of  Administration; 

Each  handler  pays  the  pro  rata  expense  of  administration  at  a 
rate  not  in  excess  of  4-  cents  per  hundrcdv-eight  on  m.ilk  received 
from  producers,  including  his  o-.m  productiouj  and  on  his  receipts 
of  outside  milk»    Receipts  of  outside  milk  from  other  Federal 
order  plants  are  assessed  at  a  rate  by  uhich  the  rate  under  this 
order  exceeds  the  rate  under  the  other  order. 

Special  Producer  Provisions i 

Deductions  as  authorized  by  mor.bers  are  turned  over  to  cooperative
